Speakers everyw here urged rank 
and file members to go to the polls 
in greater num bers and vote only 
for those pledged to m eet th eir de­ 
mands. 
Politicians 
who

calls 
friends were cheered. Those it 
lists as enemies w ere booed. The 
current Congress was called “the 
horsem eat Congress” for w hat la­ 
bor leaders said was its refusal 
to vote adequate price control law s 
to keep other m eat prices down. 
Mayor Booed 
W hile Democratic G overnor G. 
M ennen 
W illiams 
and 
Senator 
B lair Mopdy were 
praised 
and 
cheered in D etroit by 70,000 pa­ 
raders and 100,000 spectators, R e­ 
publican state chairm an Owen J. 
Cleary issued a statem ent at Yp­ 
silanti saying labor should choose 
• "betw een its real friends and lip­ 
service friends.” 
• 
“The rank and file of labor uni­ 
on m em bers,” . Cleary said, “are 
being sold a bill of goods by a 
handful of leaders—the 
W alter 
Reuthers, the Frank M artels, and 
Emil Maxeys and the Gus Schol- 
les — whose fortunes and influ­ 


ence are tied to the Dem ocratic 
party.” 
Detroit’s M ayor A lbert Coho, a 
Republican b u t a Amdidate for re ­ 
election as a non-partisan candi­ 
date, was booed* there. Both the 
Wayne (D etroit) county organiza­ 
tions of the A FL and CIO have en­ 
dorsed an opponent, County Clerk 
Edgar M. B ranigin, who sat on 
the speakers’ stand with W illiams, 
Moody, Coho abd union leaders. 
Coho handled the city’s case in 
the recent 59-day strike of AFL 
streetcar and bus operators.

Governor W illiam s told the De­ 
troit crowd th a t “A m erican labor 
has 
protected 
free 
unionism 
against Com m unism .” 
Then 
he 
urged unionists to go to the polls 
to get rid of “the 82nd ‘horsem eat’ 
Congress, 
the 
T aft-H artley law, 
the Hutchinson ace and the Bonin- 
Tripp law .” 
Senator Moody urged at D etroit 
that labor “keep a keen search­ 
light on w hat your public officials 
do and w hat those who would be 
public officials do.” 
Moody quoted 
a 
W ashington 
columnist as saying that W illi­ 
ams was “m ore like Franklin D. 
Roosevelt than any other m an who 
has come on the political scene in 
the last two decades,” then Moody 
added: “M aybe one day w e’ll put 
Soapy w here F ranklin w as.”

A ccidents killed at least 650 
persons during the nation’s L a­ 
bor Day w eekend. It was a grim 
new record for the holiday. 
A L abor D ay record was set 
in highw ay traffic — 456 killed. 
Drownings claim ed 97 dead, in ­ 
cluding 37 lost in the capsizing of 
a single fishing boat off M antauk, 
N. Y. T he rest of the grand total 
w ere victim s of a variety of m is­ 
haps, 
including 
plane 
crashes, 
fires and falls. The miscellaneous 
accident toll w as 97. 


E stim ate Doubled 


The highw ay deaths num bered 
well over tw ice the 225 estim ated 
by the N ational Safety Council as 
expectable on a three-day 
non­ 
holiday w eekend. The council had 
predicted 390 traffic fatalities for 
the 78-hour holiday period, 
but 
revised its estim ate to 500 on the 
basis of early weekend death re ­ 
ports. 
The form er record for Labor 
Day traffic deaths was 
410 
in 
1949. 
The overall accident toll 
record for L abor Day shattered 
this year was 599 set a year ago. 


Crazy Fools Blamed 


New H. D earborn, president of 
the Safety Council, term ed the 
new traffic death record “tragic 
and sham eful,” 
particularly be­ 
cause “m any of the victims were, 
in a sense, 
innocent bystanders 
who died because they had the 
m isfortune to encounter the crazy 
fools who infest 
our 
highw ays 
these days.” D earborn referred to 
“relatively few people who refuse 
to act like decent human beings” 
and 
persist 
in 
unsafe 
driving 
practices. 
The council said approximately* 
40,000,000 autom obiles took to the 
nation’s roads during 
sum m er’s 
final holiday. This, it said, is an 
all-tim e high which was equaled 
during the fourth of July holiday 
this year w hen the death toll was 
much low er.

Booming ore shipments from 
the two Chicago & North Western 
railway 
docks at Escanaba 
in 
August boosted the season total 
by nearly one million tons and 
brought shipments near the an­ 
ticipated 1951 total of 6,870,000. 
Barring adverse weather condi­ 
tions this coming fall and early 
w inter the snipments from Esca­ 
naba will reach the 6,870,000 tons 
goal—largest on record. 
Previous season record for the 
C&NW here was 6,330,565 tons in 
1943 at the height of World War 
II steel demand. 
Record August Receipts 
L. A. McMillan, dock agent, to­ 
day said a record for August re­ 
ceipts and established last month 
at Escanaba with 975,603 tons re­ 
ceived at the docks. 
Shipments for August saw 990,- 
821 tons being moved out in 105 
boats, 
an 
increase 
of 
197,967 
tons above the total for August, 
1950, of 792,854 tons. 
“If the weather continues good 
it looks like we will come close 
to our season goal of more than 
six and one-half million tons,” 
said McMillan. 
Demand for steel in national 
defense and civilian needs con­ 


tinues at an all-time 
high, 
ex­ 
ceeding the goals established for 
the steel industry in World War 
II. 
From Three Ranges 
Indicating the rise and fall of 
demand for ore tonnage are the 
figures of the past several years: 
Escanaba shipped above 6 mil­ 
lion tons in 1943; it dropped after 
the #ar and then came back tv 
over 5 million tons last year; and 
this year the goal has been es­ 
tablished at above 6% 
million 
tons. 
Ore is coming to Escanaba from 
three ranges: 
Menominee

The board is not authorized to 
recommend a settlement; all it can 
do is report on the facts of the 
dispute. 
The President was in San Fran­ 
cisco and there was some ques­

injunction

sought. 
The strike already had ended— 
at least temporarily—for over 9,- 


400 employes of Kennecott Copper 
Corp., producer of 35 per cent of 
the nation’s copper output. Ken­ 
necott agreed last Friday to a 15 
cent hourly package of wage in­ 
creases for its employes, effective 
July I. 
The other major produc­ 
ers have not yet agreed to those 
terms, however. 
They have told

Average pay in the industry is 
$1.54 an hour. A IO cent increase 
was granted a year ago, so that 
only a 4.4 cent increase could be 
approved under the board’s pres­ 
ent IO per cent ceiling formula.

It can happen because the real govern­ 
m ent of Iran today is not Premier Mossa­ 
degh and his cabinet. It is a group of fan­ 
atical extremists whose minds and hearts 
are consumed by national frenzy. Though 
these men enjoy none of the formalities of 
power, they nevertheless wield it. 
. 
The Mossadegh government is totally 
at the mercy of the extremists. Massadegh 
and his moderate colleagues live in mortal 
peril of assassination if they make the 
slightest concession to Britain. Stokes had 
this in mind when he said 
the 
Iranians 
would like to settle 
the 
dispute. 
They 
would—but they cannot. 
In consequence of their entrapm ent by 
fanatics, Iran’s leaders negotiated for 18 
days like Communists trem bling in fear of 
Moscow. They yielded nothing. Their sole 
concession was a willingness to continue 
talking—about their own terms. 
By re-asserting this willingness at the 
very end, they tried to place on the British 
the onus for the collapse of discussions. 
But the blame is Iran’s, thanks to the ir­ 
responsible coterie of extremists. 
W hat have they gained for their coun­ 
try? The world’s largest refinery at Aba­ 
dan is shut tight and the flow of oil from 
Iran has stopped. An already impoverish­ 
ed land faces greater poverty. That pros­ 
pect is a hand-made opportunity for the 
Communist Tudeh party, 
which recently 
was exhorted by Russia to seize power in 
Iran. 
If the Reds should gain control, the na­ 
tionalists would learn 
what 
fanaticism 
really 
is. 
They would find that in their 
eagerness to shake off the hated foreign 
intruder, Britain, they had let down the 
cars to an outsider IOO times more ruth­ 
less and oppressive. 
Since 
Iran’s 
extremists have brought 
their nation within the shadow of this cal­ 
amity, why should they not bear the re­ 
sponsibility for what they have done? Why 
not let them assume the robes of govern­ 
m ent and see what they can make of the 
mess they have created? 
It is time these Moslem lands waked up 
to the menace their own fanatics are pos­ 
ing. These irresponsibles are operating in 
a vacuum which takes no account of world 
realities—meaning 
largely the threat of 
communism. 
If they insist on plunging 
ahead regardless of the grave danger, let 
their own peoples and the world under­ 
stand that the blame will be theirs if dis­ 
aster strikes the Middle East.

Foreign Aid Cuts 
May Be Dangerous 
rpICK off the years the foreign aid pro- 
gram has been facing Congress: 1947, 
1948, 1949, 1950 and now 1951. 
In every single one of those years, the 
story has been the same. Some men have 
battled for the full sum requested by Pres­ 
ident Truman, others have argued sincere­ 
ly for reasonable economies, 
and 
some 
have sought to m eat-axe the program un­ 
der the thin guise of economy. 
Often 
at 
some 
stage the meat-axers 
gained the upper hand, and 
a 
severely 
crippled aid program was in prospect. But 
then the more sensible elements in Con­ 
gress took hold and drove 
the 
measure 
without major damage. 
This 
year 
fits the pattern. We have 
reached the moment when the wild-swing­ 
ing “economizers’ are on top. The House 
Foreign Affairs Committee pruned $651,- 
000,000 from the combined military-eco­ 
nomic aid bill. 
This was viewed as the 
most that could safely be eliminated. 
But 
the 
committee reduction merely 
whetted the appetite of 
the 
lawmakers 
who wanted a big cut. First they tried to 
slice another $1,000,000,000 they triumphed 
gram. When that failed, they aimed for 
half that figure. Finally, with their objec­ 
tive down to $3,500,000, they triumphed 
by a slim nine votes in the House. 
So, as the Senate undertakes study of 
the bill, 
its total is down $1,001,000,000 
from the original $8,500,000,000 requested 
by the president. And eager senators in 
both parties are talking about 
whacking 
another $1,000,000,000 off the House-ap­ 
proved sum. 
Will the forces of common sense prevail 
again and keep this program relatively in­ 
tact? Any American interested in his coun­ 
try ’s security ought to hope so. 
The men who vote for whopping cuts in 
foreign aid are toying with the national 
safety. By reducing the amount of help to 
Europe, they would inevitably 
diminish 
the continent’s ability to resist Russian ag­ 
gression. And any American military man 
who knows his business will be happy to 
testify any time on Europe’s importance to 
our own defense.

Merry-Go-Round 


By MICHAEL V. DISALLE 
WASHINGTON — W riting this column 
for Drew Pearson today instead of read­ 
ing it, deprives me of a pleasure I enjoy 
each morning. For each morning I read 
the column to find out w hat his predic­ 
tions are on what we are about to do— 
and surprisingly enough sometimes the 
predictions have been right. Occasionally, 
reading the column is not a pleasure for it 
steps on the toes of some of my friends. 
But I guess no one likes to see his friends 
unhappy. 
Generally, however, I enjoy the column 
because of its hard-driving support of the 
stabilization program which we feel is so 
right and so necessary. We appreciate this 
support because of the attitude of sortie 
people in treating the Office of Price Sta­ 
bilization like an unwanted child. Like the 
unwanted child, we did not ask to be born. 
We were not self-created. We were born 
out of the emergency in Korea plus the 
need 
for a 
strong 
American 
defense 
against aggression. Our work parallels the 
work of the other emergency mobilization 
agencies created by the defense produc­ 
tion act to build this defense for America. 
Other agencies have the obligation of 
spurring production and channeling ma­ 
terials. 
Our job is the control of prices 
which are so susceptible to rises in time 
when the nation’s economic resources are 
under pressure. 
This obligation is bound to place us in 
conflict with those individuals who look 
on the nation’s emergency as a time for 
systematically plucking its citizens. These 
shortsighted 
individuals do not seem to 
know or care that this process 
produces 
only phony dollaVs. 
Their 
own 
actions 
strike at the strength of the system which 
they prate about, but so poorly serve. 
The dangerous thing is that these people 
are a minority but they become pace-set­ 
ters if the nation leaves them unrestrain­ 
ed. It takes just a few people to destroy 
the normal reliance on and compliance 
with the laws of the land. The murderer 
and the thief are the exceptions in a so­ 
ciety. Yet we build vast and expensive law 
enforcement systems to protect the many 
from the lawless few. 
We must protect the business commu­ 
nity from the few who will profiteer. The 
retailer works on a margin. He is in daily 
contact with the consumer. He certainly 
enjoys very little pleasure in constantly in­ 
creasing his prices. But if he is to stay in 
business he has no alternative if his costs 
continue to increase. The wholesalers, the 
manufacturers, all face similar problems. 
It takes only a few increasing costs to set 
the upward pressures in motion, for each 
segment of business must 
maintain 
its 
competitive position. 
It takes many hours of hard work by a 
great many people—it costs the nation a 
great deal to support an economic control 
program. But the alternative is far more 
costly. 
From Korea to February 15, 1951, the 
cost of living in the United States increased 
8 per cent. Translated into dollars, these 
price rises cost the American people 16 
billion dollars. The increase from February 
15, 1951 to June 15, 1951 was 'eight-tenths 
of I per cent or less than 2 billion dollars. 
While we were holding this price line, 
the index in our neighboring nation, Can­ 
ada—which has no direct price controls— 
increased 5.3 per cent during the same pe­ 
riod. If our prices had been going up at the 
same rate as Canada’s, it would have cost 
the American consumer 7 billion dollars— 
about $150 per family of 3 persons. 
In­ 
stead, this same family paid less than $1 
to help the government run our American 
price control program during this same 
period. 
More important than the dollar savings, 
of course, is the stability achieved and the 
danger of inflation averted. 
In times of rising prices the m anufactur­ 
ing worker can take care of himself some­ 
w hat better than other average people. But 
he represents a small percentage of Ameri­ 
can workers in comparison to those who 
are hit by inflation—the 
white 
collar 
worker, the low income worker, the gov­ 
ernm ent worker, the pensioner, the man 
or woman who has worked for many years 
and has finally retired on savings, or the 
young wife and family of a serviceman 
overseas. All these people see their stan­ 
dard of living reduced and their hope for 
a secure old age shattered by prices over 
which they have no control. And even the 
factory worker will fall behind in the race 
between prices and wages. 
The need to protect our people from in­ 
flation and the absolute need for stability 
to help achieve defense production give 
patriotic American all the incentive they 
need to support our price control program. 
What would it profit us if we strain our 
resources to build military strangth and 
at the same time tear down the American 
economy? The Kremlin could ask nothing 
better.

After Third Meeting With Dulles 
On Jap Treaty, Malik Clammed Up

WASHINGTON— (NEA)— The 
six questions on the proposed Jap­ 
anese peace treaty which Russian 
UN delegate Jacob Malik left with 
U. S. Ambassador 
John 
Foster 
Dulles at their second meeting in 
November, 1950, were extremely 
tricky. 
The first pointed out that the 
Allied powers in January, 1942, 
had agreed not to make a separate 
peace with axis countries. 
Did 
the United States now intend to 
go ahead with a separate treaty? 
Dulles’ answer to this and the 
other Russian questions was that 
the 1942 agreement covered hos­ 
tilities. At this time, the United 
States did not concede to anyone 
the power to veto a treaty with 
Japan. 
At Cairo and Potsdam it had 
been agreed that Formosa and the 
Pescadores islands would go to 
China. At Yalta, Sakhalin and the 
Kurile islands had been given to 
Soviet 
Russia.

What was the meaning of the 
U. S. proposal 
to 
leave 
these 
islands to settlement by the U. S., 
Britain, Russia and China within 
one year, or to throw the prob­ 
lem into the UN General Assem­ 
bly if agreement were not reached 
by the Big Four powers? 
The Formosa question had been 
before the UN that Fall. This cre­ 
ated a precedent for the proposal, 
Dulles said. 
But 
all 
territorial 
matters, it was pointed out, were 
subject to final treaty settlement. 
Thirdly, Malik questioned the 
American 
trusteeship 
over the 
Ryukus, since that issue had not 
been covered by the Cairo and 
Potsdam agreements. 
Dulles’ answer here was in ef­ 
fect the same as before. This was 
the U. S. proposal. Period.

Charter. 
Up to this time, Dulles had 
planned to say nothing about this 
plan.

Fifth, Malik asked if the U. S - 
proposed treaty would annul all 
restraints on Japan’s ppace-time 
economy. 
The answer was simple. 
The 
treaty should not limit the Jap ­ 
anese peace - time economy nor 
deny Japan access to raw m ater­ 
ials, said Dulles. 
Finally, the Russians pointed 
out that Red China had fought 
Japan and asked what was being 
done to determine Chinese views. 
Dulles replied that the pact was 
being negotiated through diplo­ 
matic channels, and the United 


This was Hie way mailers stood 
when Dulles and Malik had their 
third meeting, at Malik’s house, 
Jan. 13, 1951. Dulles had just been 
appointed 
special representative 
for President Truman, and was to 
leave soon for Japan. He wanted 
to explain clearly there were to 
be no secret negotiations. 
Malik never made any comment 
on this explanation. He did ask 
Dulles why he had been talking 
to the Indonesians and Ceylonese 
about the treaty, but not to Com­ 
munist China. 
Dulles replied in 
effect 
that 
Malik knew very well why the 
United States was not talking to 
the Reds. Then he said there was 
nothing in the treaty Red China 
could take exception to.

Malik said he had read 1 
that the U. S. intended to rearm I 
Japan.

Malik never answered. But he 
said Russia had suffered from 
Japanese and German invasions, 
while America had not.

But if arms limits were 
put into the treaty, other nations 
would have to be prepared to en­ 
force them. And nobody seemed 
eager for that job. 
At the end of this third meeting, 
which go nowhere, Dulles said he 
would tell Malik what happened 
in Japan after he got back. 
Malik said he had received no 
reply from Moscow on Dulles’ 
answeres to his six questions, but 
would let Dulles know when he 
did. That was the way they left it. 
When Dulles returned at the 
end of February and announced in 
Washington that he would soon 
confer again with Malik, he got a 
surprise.

Papier- is pronounced exact­ 
ly like the word “paper,” and -mache is 
pronounced very much as it is in French, 
thus:: PAY-per muh-SHAY. 
This brings to mind other hybrid pro­ 
nunciations in English, i. e., pronunciations 
that are half English and half some other 
language. 
The Rio Grande, a river which flows be­ 
tween Mexico and Texas, is a half-and- 
half word so far as pronunciation is con­ 
cerned. Rio Grande is a Spanish name, 
which means “Great River.” It is, there­ 
fore, 
redundant 
to 
speak of the “Rio 
Grande river.” 
In Spanish Rio Grande is pronounced: 
REE-oh GRAHN-day. 
Standard American is: REE-oh GRAND.

Potpourri is a French word meaning liter­ 
ally. ‘rotten pot’! which doesn’t remind us 
very pleasantly of cologne. Let me hasten 
to say, however, that the word has been 
cleaned up, and now means “a medley or 
m ixture; a literary production composed 
of paits brought together without bond or 
connection; a jar of flower petals mixed 
with spicas, and used lo scent a room.”

Steel Plant Expansion 
Aids Chemical Industry

PITTSBURGH — (NEA) — Be­ 
hind the unprecedented expansion 
of the nation’s steel industry lie 
benefits to A m ericans other than 
these evident in the greater pro­ 
duction of steel. 
Chemicals which 
are 
derived 
from steel plants’ chem ical-recov­ 
ery coke ovens are rapidly grow­ 
ing, in importance. Some of them, 
in fact, are now so im portant, and 
demand for them so great, that 
sources of supply, other than coke 
v ovens, are being developed. 
Today, however, the chem ical- 
" ’recovery coke oven still 
is 
the 
major supplier of raw m aterial for 
♦ many such chemicals, most im - 
* portant of w hich are benzene and 
naphthalene. Present increases in 
. coke-oven capacity at steel mills 
- are helping to meet the increased 
demand. 
Twenty years ago, benzene was 
principally a m otor fuel. N aph­ 
thalene, know n to 
the 
laym an 
chiefly as raw m aterial for moth 
balls and moth flakes, was just 
about to experience a large expan­ 
sion in chem ical utilization. It’s 
a different story today. Only two 
gallons of benzene come from each 
ton of coal carbonized, yet in 1950, 
approxim ately 200.000,000 gallons 
of this chem ical w ere used by Am ­ 
erica’s chem ical industry—v irtu al­ 
ly none of it as a m otor fuel. 
• 
• 
» 
Where did it go? 
Principally 
into the m aking of synthetic ru b ­ 
ber, plastics, the D D T-type in­ 
secticides and into nylon. And by 
the end of 1950, so much of it 
w as being dem anded for the eyn- 
thetic rubber program that the 
plastic industry, which grew sw ift­ 
ly after W orld W ar II, has been 
drastically affected. 
Naphthalene still goes into moth 
balls and flakes but it now has 
vastly more im portant uses in the 
chemical 
industry. 
Millions 
of 
pounds of it go into the m aking of 
phthalic anhydride which is w ide­ 
ly used in paints and plasticizers; 
some into the m aking of dyes and 
many other things. 
Other 
chemicals 
which 
come 
from coal also go into such well 
known items 
as 
aspirin, 
sulfa 
drugs, vitamins, weed killers, fer­ 
tilizers and explosives. But from 
a quantity-use viewpoint, benzene 
and naphthalene rem ain the coal- 
derived chem icals most needed to­ 
day and w ith prospects of being 
most needed in the future. 
Now to go back to the m ajor 
source of these coal chem icals— 
the steel plants’ chem ical-recov- 
ery coke ovens. 
Koppers is a m ajor designer and 
constructor of chem ical-recovery 
coke ovens. In 1950, the company 
built 458 new ovens. A total of 
790 ovens are projected for com­ 
pletion in 1952, based on orders 
received up to A pril I, 1951. Not 
all of these w ill provide new ca­ 
pacity — some will replace obso­ 
lete ovens — but the increase is in­ 
dicative of the expansion that is 
being carried on not only in steel, 
but in coal chemical production. 
• 
* 
• 
It is difficult to estim ate exactly 
what percentage of increases in 
coal chem ical production will arise 
from the increased coke-oven ca­ 
pacity of the nation. Exact figures 
for 1950 are not yet in, but esti­ 
mates are that benzene produc­ 


tion w as raised by 3,500.000 gal­ 
lons. In view of the projected coke- 
oven building program , it m ight 
be expected that by 1952 another 
10,000,000 gallons will be added 
from coke-oven sources. 
But even this will not be suffi­ 
cient to fill all the needs of the 
chemical industry. The oil indus­ 
try has m ethods of m aking ben- 
, zene from petroleum and a con- 
j siderable am ount of money has 
been allocated for petroleum ben­ 
zene plants. 
The upsurge in dem and for ben­ 
zene can easily 
be 
understood 
when it is realizd that it not only 
is usd in the synthetic rubber pro­ 
gram but also is used in making 
polystyrene, the most popular of 
all plastics. In 1945 usage of poly- 
strene 
am ounted 
to 
22.000,000

Polystyrene now has hundreds 
of uses. P arts molded from it can 
be found in cars, in airplanes, in 
the home and in industry. Some 
novelties are m ade from it, but 
m ore im portant are such things as 
lighter, m ore rugged cases for jet 
airplane batteries. No longer is 
polystyrene a “gadget” m aterial. 
In fact, perhaps IO per cent of 
present production is 
going 
into 
defense m aterials. 
It seems certain that growth -in 
use of this plastic w ill continue 
if the raw m aterial, benzene, can 
be produced in greater quantities. 
Sim ilarly, the 
chem ical-recov­ 
ery coke oven also is the m ain­ 
stay of another branch 
of 
the 
plantics industry. The many phe­ 
nolic plastics depend on phenol j 
and cresols which the coke ovens 
w rest from coal. 
Toluence, 
another 
coke-oven 
chemical, becomes of vastly great­ 
er im portance in a w ar of pre­ 
paredness economy, since it is a 
m ajor ingredient of the explosive 
TNT. D etergents, 
mostly 
made 
from coke-oven benzene, are esti­ 
m ated to have a m arket in 1951 of 
one billion pounds which will re­ 
quire 13.000,000 gallons of ben­ 
zene. Superior adhesives are pro­ 
duced from resorcinol, made from 
coal chemicals.

The sea lam prey kills or w eak­ 
ens a fish by clam ping on to it 
and draining the blood. The sali­ 
vary glands of the lam prey pro­ 
duce 
a pow erful 
anticoagulant 
that keeps the blood flowing and 
prevents it from clotting. 
Medicinal Value? 
T here’s a possibility 
th at this 
anticoagulant substance could be 
of value in medicine. 
If 
so the 
lam prey would be 
sought 
as

life-saver rath er than a nuisance 
th at drains off the fish supply. 
M any people 
concerned 
w ith 
the problem feel 
the best 
and 
cheapest solution
